Writing from ether mens indgement, 1d genus literarum, 
fayth he, Writing against Fau 2 hb.11, c-5. Quz non 
precipicndi authoritate, ſed proficiendi exercitatione cri.

But S. eA«ſtine gaue no ſuch credit to that, or any other 
tranflation. Nay contrary, {6.1 5.de crit, D.c,1 3. hee pre- 
ferreth Originals before all Tranflations, Es lngue porixs 
credarur, faith hee, wnde cf mn alam per imerpretes fatta 
tranſlatio, And (b.2, de doftr.Chrift,c.1 1, He would have 
men to bane recourſe to the Hebrew and Greeke text, for the 
varicty of I rarſlattons, Lib,2 de dottr,Chrift ec, 5.he faith, 
Tranſlations ought to giue place tothe Greeke text of the 
New Teltament. 

To come to the Pope whois the founder of the grand I- 
doll of the Matle, and the Oracle trom whom his tollowers 
d-riuc the certainty of their Romiſh traditions, S.eAuſtine 
ncucr knew the man. Nay, it any man 19 hisrime had ſaid, 
that che Biſhop of Kome had two Sword and power tode- 
poſe Kings ard difpoſe of their Kingdomes,and that he was 
the Vniuerſall Biſhop of the Church, the head, foundation 
and Spouſe minitteriall of the fame, and finally that hee was 
the ſupreame judge ot Faith, and had Authoritic ro make 
new Articles of the Faith ; doth any man thinke, that ſo ho. 
ly and wiſe a mancould haue contained himielfe within the 
limites of patience, hcaring fuch monſtrous Paradoxes ? 

The Schoole doctrine concerning Meritesof congruitie 
and condignitie, luſtice by workes, bodies being in many 
places at once.and filling no place,accidents nouriſhing like 
{ubſtances, and yer ſub{uting without any ſubic, Popiſh 
dipenſations for all flagitious {innes, Diuvels tormenting 
juſt mens ſoules in Purgatory, fatistactions for finne by 


 Whipping and going Bare-foot,waſhing away finnes with 


Holy-water, and expiatingthem by knocking the brelt,and 
the Prieſts ble(ling, and ſuch other Schoole-points , were 
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not knowne to S.e A«iene, nor heard of in his time. 

All the authenticall Doftrine of the Romiſh Syna 
is contayned in the Popes decretals and decrees, and was 
publiſhed and confirmed in the ſecond 7 icene Synode, in 
the aſſemblies of Laterane, ( *1ftance, Florence, and T rext, 
How then could that holy Father know a Faith, that was fo 
long after his time cſtabliſhed ? Could he Prophecic thatthe 
men of T rext would decree that Chriſtians ſhould be julti- 
fed by the Popes law 7? That the Images of the Trinitic 
ſhonld bee worſhipped with Letria ? That Saints and An- 
gels ſhould be inuocated ? That men ſhould belecue Tran- 
{ubſtantiation,auricular Conteflion, ſeauen Sacraments,and 
ſuch like late doctrines ? 

S.eAnitime, bb 11.contr, Fauſt.c.5, Would have all piow 
underſtanding made ſubictt to the high authority of Scriptures, 
Neither did he belecue, that the ſame might be confirmed 
by any mans writing, Is it then likely, that he ſhould teach 
orthinke, that Scriptures in reſpeGt of vs recewwed their au- 
thoricy from the Churches of Komes decrees or from the 
Pope ? 

That the Pope ſhould bee an infallible Interpretor of 
Scripture, and ſupreame Moderator of Religion, S, Auftine 
ncuer heard, Nay,diſaduowing all the Popes decretals and 
orher mens writings, he hgnificth, that bee owerh bus conſent 
Without all exception, onely to Canonicall Scriptures, In que. 
rumhibet hominum ſcripts, faith he, lb de natur, & grat, Li. 
bey ſum quia ſolss canonics ſcripturss debeo ſine vila recuſatione 
conſenſum., 

S. Auſtine rever prayed tothe Virgin eary,nor call vp. 
on her and other Saints and Angels, or teachthat they were 
to be worſhipped with D#{:a. It be had dedicated his Cone 
tellions to the Virgin AHary, as doth the Apoltate his ab. 
furd tranſlation, I ſhould belecue, that he had learned ſome. 
what from that holy Father. 

He neuer belecucd that the Virgin e-H ary was conceiued 
without (inne, or that ſhe was the mcdiatrix os redemptrix 
of 
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of Mankind together with her Sonne, orthat her body is al. 
ready aſſumed into heauen,as this Apoltate her deuout laue 
and others hold, 

Nor did hee euer teach, that Saints in heauen heard the 
prayers and vnderſtood the thoughts of all men, and in all 
places here on earth, or that they could helpe them, giuc 
them grace, and deliuer them. 

Hee might make a commemoration of the names of the 
faithfull hence departed, and commend his Mother to God, 
But neuer taught or belecued, that his mothers and other 
faithfull mens foules which he mentioned at the Lords table 
were tormented in Purgatory. 

Hee was no Maſle-prieſt, nor eucr offered Chriſts body 
really for quicke and dead ; nor ſaid Maſle for ficke horſes 
as Malſle Prieſts doe. 

That (brifts body and blood ſhould bee contained vnder 
the accidents of Bre2d and Wine, and that ſcuerally, is (6 
cxtrauagant a Paradoxe, that it could neuer be found in the 
holy Fathers writings. Nor could he belecue, that cither 
reprobates or brute beaſts did eat (br:fts fleſh and drinke 
his blood, 

The Sacrament hee neither adored, nor carried it about, 
nor put itinto a Pixc, ncither did he allow any fuch thing 
done by others. 

He neuer confeſſed his finnes to the Virgin ALary, or to 
Angels or Saints, or pray them to intercede for hum, as do 
Maſle. Prieſts, . 

Much lelle did hee pray for (bri/ts body, that it might bee 
gracioully accepted, as was the Sacrifice of Abei] and Mel. 
chifedech, and carried into heauen, as doe the Apoſtates 
conlorts. 

This Apoſtate cannot demonltrate, that St.eAuftine euer 
thought, thar Salt and Water conſecrated Wowld cauſe T bun. 
der to Ceaſe, and drive away Dwels, Lethim bring forth the 
teſtimony of any man or Diuell to proue this, and then his 


dcuoted followers may perchance belecuc him, 
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That Chriſtians ſhould be burned, for holding that fleſh 
may be eaten on Frydayes,or Saints V igils, as this vnchart. 
table Apoſtate and kis Teachers belecue,he cannot prooue 
that ſo holy a Father as S.eF«ſtme, eyther taught or al. 
lowed, 

The Precepts of the Romiſh Church, concerning Holy. 
dayes, Faſts, Malles, auricular Confeſſion, and prohibition 
of Marriage, werg never knowne to $5. Axgnftire, nor could 
b:, being brought in by diuers Popes that liued fince his 
time, | 

Neyther did he teach or belecue , that Treaſons againſt 
Princes and States, heard by Prieſts in Con:ellion, were 
not to bc reucaled ; or that tlic ſeale of Contellion of which 
the Maile. Prieſts talke as of a diuinc My ſteric, was ordai- 
ned by God. 

Of the caſes reſcrued torhe Top. which are a Principall 
bulwarke of the Papall auti:o::ur, S, Are neuer heard 
newes. 

Neyther was hee acquainted with tc Popes Peniteni- 
aric Taxe,or the rules ot his Chanceric ; nor thoug it it hr, 
tat Pcrivrie, Inceſt, Murder, and a'l irregular ts, ſhould 
bedi'p:nſcd withall,orpardoned tor Money. 

Finally, ali thoſe Hercfies and Nouelti-s which the Ro- 
manilts naw hold and maintaine with all iraud and force, 
were eyther rciectcd by S. Auſtine, or viterly vaknowne 
vnto him, 
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CnHaP, I1, 
Th. thoſe principal points of Romaſh Religion Which We reef, 
are alſo reiettcd and tontradiited by S,AV$STINE, 


Eyther doth S. Anf:ne onely paſſe onuer in ſilence

In the ſame place he would not haue any to iudge of Scrip» 
ture, but to iudge according to it : but the Pope taketh vp- 
on him to taxe and judge of Scripture , yea, to pronounce 
withour ir,and againſt it, 

The Apollate and his Conforts eſteeme the Scriptures 
to be hard and ambiguons. S. Auſtine,/tb,2.de Dot. (rift. 
c,9. faith, T hat What/oener is neceſſaric to ſaluation,i contate 
wed m plaine places of Scripture, 

The /:/a#r5 muſter :gainlt vs, Traditions, Decretals, Fa- 
thers,avd ſuch like teſtimonics : but S. 4 u#tme reiefting 
all the r-ſt, would haue all proofes deriued our of Scrip- 
tures, Lb, de wmt, Eccleſ, c. 3+ Auferantar, faith he, ille de 
medio que aauerſns nos muicem, non ex Diuims Canonicis 
Libris, (ed altunde recitamusr, 

They goe about to marke out a Church by Vnitic, Vni- 
uerſalitic, Antiquitic,and Succellion : but $. Auſtine de waits 
Eccle/. c,1. would haue the queſtion of the Church to be 
decided by Scriptures. Inter nos & Donatiſtas queſtio eff, 
vbi fir Eccleſia, quid ergo fatturt ſumns, faith he, # verbes 
noſtris exams quaſituri , an in verbrs capitis ſur Domint noſtri 
leſw (briſti ? 

Theſc preſumptuors fellowes preferre themſc)ucs before 
Scripture, dctermining according to the Popes Decrerals, 
whar Bookes are Canonicall, and what the meaning is of 
cuery Text ; but S, <Auſftine, lib, 2, contr, Creſe. c.21, 
ſhewcth, that nejther any particular men, nor the Church it 
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ſeife, is to preferre it ſelfe before (hriſt, Now who knoweth 
not, that (bri/# ſpeaketh to vs in Scriptures ? Eccleſia, ſaith 
he, rom deber ſe ( briſts preponere. And (onfeſſ.13,c,z 3, he 
would nor hae any to indge of the ſublime anthor:tie of the 
Bo pe of God, 

They receiue not holy Scriptures,vnlefſe the Church,that 
is,the Pope, propote them and declare them to be Canoni- 
call. $. Auſtin, 1b, 6, Confeſſ. c.5, blameth ſuch as are not 
by Scriptures perſwaded to acccpr them, @ 

They hold che-old Latine vulgar Tranſlation to be au- 
thenticall ; but contrarie to $, 4#gnſtines tuigement, 

Bt llarmire, Leo Caſtrins, Linaane.and diucrs other Papilts, 
eaxe holy Scriptures in the Originals,of /mpuriic,and (or. 
raption : but contraric to S, Auguſtines iudgement, Ep.1 08, 
and Lib.2, de dottr. Chriſt, C13. 

The Bookes of T oby, Iudirh, Wiſdome, Eccleſiaſticus, and 
the e7achabees, the Papiſts recetue as Canonicall : bur 
S, Anguſline, Lib.2,contr, (reſc. c,31. placcth no Bookes 
in the Canon of the Old Teſtament, but ſuch as were writ. 
ten by the Prophets z of which number,theſe will hardly be 
proucd to be, 

They make Chriſt to be our Mediator, according to his 
Humanitie oncly ; which is contraric to S$, Auguſtines Do- 
Grine, who in his Homily dc Onebus, c.1 2, doth attribute 
this worke of Mediation to his Perſon in both Natures, 
Dina humanitas , ſaith he , & humana Duinitas Media. 
trix eſt, 

The worſhip and inuocation of holy men departed, are 
a great part of the Romiſh Religion : but S. Auſtine de wer, 
Rultg, cit, torbidderh vs to place Religion in Reliques, 
and the inuocation of dead men. 7 91 fir n»bis Religro, faith 
he, cultus hommum mortuorum, And Lib.2 2, de (init. Det, 
c.10, he faith : Chriſtians departed, are named at the Altar, 
but not called vpon, 

S. Auguſtine de Morib, Eccl, Cath. c.3 4. faith hee knew 
[ome that worſhipped dead mens T ombes,and Pittures ; but 

ſuch 
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ſuch are condemned by him. In his Booke de Hereſib, hee 
condemneth it as an Hereſie of the S1merians' and (; arpe- 
cratians , that they worſhipped Images, and burnt incenſe 
vnto them: Yet dothnot the Apcſtate, nor his Apoſtaticall 
mates, forbeare to worſhip Reliques of Saints and Images, 
and to burne incenſe vnto them, 

Hee acknowledged but rwo Sacraments, properly fo cal- 

led; which,as he ſpeaketh,fowed out of Chrilts fide : He 
ſvecifieth alſo two vacraments in his 118.Eprftle,viz, Bap. 
14/76, ard the Lords Supper ; Manauit ſangurs & aqua Ec. 
Cleſia gemime Sacramerta, faith he, Lib.2. de Symb, c,6, 
But the Apoſtate not regarding S.e Au#:mes authoritie,ac- 
Knowledgeth fue Sacraments belide thele two, 

He faith : Vsſoble Sacramerts,Withent the ſanttification of 
nuiſible grace, profit nothing ; as we reade in Que#t, ſuper 
Leuit, Lb, 3, 4. 84. But the Apoftate and his Conlorts 
belecue , that vilible Sacraments conferre grace ex opere 
operars, 

S. Auguſtine in P[al,z, calleth the Sacrament « figare of 
(hriſts Bodie ; and Lib, comtr, eAdimantum, c,12, Chrift, 
as he writcth, donbted not to ſay, T his 1s my Bodie, When he 
gaue a ſigne of his Bodie : But Papiſts cannot brooke, that 
this Sacrament ſhould be called a figne , or a figure of 
Chriſts Bodie., 
bt T ake away the ſpaces of places from Bodies (faith S. eAn- 
fine, Epiſt. 5 7. ad Dardarnim ) and they Will be no Where z and 
becauſe they are no Where, they W:l! not be at all : Spatia lece..

reconciled by Angels, and holpen by their interceflion ? 

Lib, de Hereſ, c. 88, hee condemneth Pelagias for an 
Heretike, holding that man may by free-will diſpoſe him- 
ſeltc to grace; and that iuſt men can liue without ſinne,and 
be ſaved by their owne ſtrength, The which Fancies being 
embraced by this Heretike; who {eerth nor, that he concur.

The Heracleomrer ved to giue Extieme Vnetionto their 
followers , mumbling certaine prayers oucr them , in a

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Tongue not vnder{lood : But for this, $ «A»Fine ſheweth 
they were condemned as Heretikes,Je Here/,c,16, Doth 
the Apoſtate then thinke $, Au#tine is of his partie who al- 
loweth Extreme VnEtion, and the barbarous miniſtring of 
it in a Tongue not vnderſtood ? 


Likewiſe commending bare-footed Fryars and Nunnes, 


ard cſtceming their worke in ſo going, mericorious ; is hee 
not rather to be condemned among the nudipedale Here. 
rikes, ſo eſteemed by S. Auſtine, de Here/, 68, then reputed 
a Diſciple of that holy Father ? 

Us etiam laudabils vite hominum, fi remota miſericordis 
diſcutias eam,ſaith S, Auttine, Lib. Confeſſ.9.c.,13. Yetthis 
Apoſtate and his glorious Companions ſtanding on their 
Merites , thinke they need not Gods mercic, in mcriting 
Heauen» 

They talke alſo of the Bleſſed Virgins Conception with- 
out originall finne: but $. Anime held, that original! 
finne paſſed ouerall,and would not free ker from this origi. 
nall corruption, 

Finally, the whole Booke of S. eAu#ines Confeflions, 
and the forme and frame of it, doth plainely conuirce this 
Apoltate and his fellowes to be of a diuers Religion from 
S. eAuguitine, Hee dedicated no Booke to the Virgin 
ary, as doth this Apoſtate, Hee contetled his finnes to 
God onely ; they,to Angels,Saints,and the Virgin eFary; 
Hee called vpon God 'onely, and not vpon Saints and An- 
gels, and the Virgin eFary : Theſe pray more to the 
Virgin Mary, to Angels and Saints , then to God. Hee 
eſteemed, that (ri? was our onely Mediator ; theſe fiye 
to the mediation of Angels and Saints, Hee called vpon 
God, his Father ; they, vpon the Virgin e. Mary, that is 
not ſo much as their Mother. Hee held the Vnitie of the 
Catholike Church; theſe are onely called Catholikes, be- 
ing departed from the Catholike and Apoſtolike Faith, 
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T bat the eApoſtate and his conſort s holding What the Church 
of England rejefteth are neither Catholthes nor bold the 
Cathoitke Faith,

likes, And thatis the ſcope of his Preface, and the end 
of his Tranſlation, to iuſtifie himſelfe, and the Faith of the 
Romiſh Church to bee all Catholike, a matter ſo impudently 
preſumed, and ſofalſe]y afirmed, as nothing more, 

For firſt, I one are Cathelthes, but ſuch as hold that Faith, 
that ts truly ( atholike and Apoſtolike, But the Faith of this A- 
poſtate & his fellowes is neither. They belieue the Popes De- 
cretals,and the doctrine of T rent publiſhed againſt the true 
Faith, which neither the Apoſtles taught, nor ancient Ca- 
tholikes euer beleeued z nay,it is notrecciued by all Papiſts, 

No Herctikes can be reputed Catholikes. S.eA#ftme,de 
ver Relig.c.8. faith, T hey are Without the (hurch, And in the 
end of his T re, de bereſib. hee faith, Hereſes qui tenuerit 
(briftianus catholic ws 10n eſt : but Papiſts holding the Popes 
particular ſe&t, and ſubmitting themſclues ro his command 
are direaly Heretikes, For firſt, they hold divers DoQrines 
contrary to cannicall Scriptures, which are generally be- 
loucd of all Catholikes : which Robert Groſthead in Hevr, 7. 
«pud « Matth.Paris, Durand, and diuersothers hold to bee 
hereſie. 2. They commonly interpret Scriptures contrary 
tothe meaning of the Holy Ghoſt : which Hticrome in his 
Commentaries vpon $.7anls Epiſtle to the Galatians hol. 
deth robe herefie. Now that they interpret Scriptures con. 
trary to the meaning of the Holy Ghoſt, it appeareth by the 
Cap.ſolite de major t+ obed. and Vnam Santtam, extr.com,Je 
major.c5 obed, and infinite other decretale Epiſtles, by the 
decrces of T rent, and Schoole diſputes, 3. With the Sinn. 
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nant, and (arpocratians , and Valentinians , they worſhip 
Images,and burne incenſe to them, 4. With the Angelickes 


and Catans , they worſhip Angels, and call vpon them, 


5. With the Collyridians , they adore the Virgin Mary, 
and offer conſecrated Hoaſts, or Cakes , in her honour. 
6, With the Marciomies, and eHanichees , they deſtroy 
Chriſts tnymane nature, giuing him a phantaſticall Bodie-in 
the Sacrament. 7. With the Pelagrans , they make mans 
ſree-will the cauſe of mans predeſtination,and ſaluation 
and hold, that man is able to prepare himſelte to grace,and 
with grace to live without finne. 8, With the (atharifts, 
they belecue their workes arc cleare without finne,and per- 
tetly juſt. 9. With the eAndeens, and Donatiſts , they 
teach, thar therr Prieſts forgiue ſinnes, 10, With the Sta.

leeue and obſeruc the Do&trine of T rent ,the determination 
of Schooles,and the Popes [ecrerals,concerning the budily 
Reall preſence of Chritt, vnder the accidents ot Bread and 
Wine, inthe Sacrament ; Tranſubſtantiation,and Auricular 
Conteſlion, the 1nnocation of Saints and Angels, the wore 
ſhip of the Croſle , of the Images of the Trinitic, and the 
Sacrament, the adoration of Reliques, the conſecration of 
holy Water,of Agnes Des, and Paſchall Lambes, and fuch 
like Romiſh Traditions. 

AJl true Catholikes profeſſe one Catholike and Apoſto- 
ike Faith : how then can the Apoſtate and his Compani- 
ons, the Popes Diſciples, challenge to themſelues the name 
of Catholikes, belecuing the traditions of men to be the 
Word of God, and receining the Do&trine of T rent, and 
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Schoole-ſophiſters concerning Purgatory, Indulgences, pri- 
uate Maſſes, halfe Communions, T ranſub(lantion, and ſuch 
like, that is neither Catholike, Apoſtolike,nor Chriſtian ? 

As we know an Artificers worke by the rule, ſo we know 
and diſcerne faithfull Chriſtians and Catholikes by holy 
Scriptures, which are the rule of Faith, who then can iullly 
eſteeme Papilts to be Catholikes that rayle vpon Scriptures 
and flye from them, and admit traditions and the Popes de. 
cretals, as the rule of their Faith ? are Gods holy canoni. 
call Scriptures no rule, without theſe additions? 

True Catholikes which are alſo the true members of 
{'hrifts body adhere onely to (briit, as their head, ſpouſe, 
and moſt firme foundation of their Faith, But Popiſh Ca.

eAthanaſins in his Creed ſetting forth that Faith, which 
he iudged, andall good Chriſtians recciue as Catholike, did 
not ſo much as in one word touch the Doctrine of Trent con- 
cerning T radicions, luſtice of workes, Freewill diſpolitions, 
7.Sacraments, worſhipping of Saints and Images,and other 
hereſiesreiected by vs, How then can Papiſts pretend, that 
their Religion is Catholike, which that Catholike Father 
admitted not as catholike / 

The Catholike Church euer prayed and adminiſtred Sa. 
craments in a tongue vnderſtood of th: hearers. T he Friers, 
Monkes and Maſle-Priefts therefore, that pray and admini- 
ſter Sacraments in a tongue not vnderſtood of their hearers, 
declare themſclues and their adherents not to belong tothe 


Catholike Church, 
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Tokold,that Chrift hath a body, that can ncither beefelt 
nor {eene, nor can it ſelfe citlicr feele. or ſee, is a Doctrine 
not of Catholikes,but of hefeticall Papiſts, contrary toour 
Sauiours words, Luke 24. inuiting his Diſciples ro feele 
and fee, © 

They are alſo Heretikes, and not Catholikes, that deſtroy 
( briſts humane naturegand that giue him a body like a Spi- 
rit. But ſo doth Bellarmine and his Diſciplesthe Papiſts, 

IW:HYhour wee, ſaith our Sauiour, you can doe nothing, and 
this all true Catholikes bekeeue, Burt the Apcſtate and his 
conforrs hold, that by force of Freew1ll they can turne to 
God and prepare themſcluesto grace, and doe gocd, . 

Catholikes thinke and ſpeake reuerently of Chr:#., Bat 
Papiſts blaſpheme and fay his holy Body 1s eaten of brute 
bealts, cating the Sacrament,and that it may be troden vn- 
der fect, and caſt into vnclecane placcs. 

Carholike Chriſtians neuer admitted 7. Sacraments, or 
belecned that men were inftifhied by Matrimony order, Con- 
tirmation, Confeflion, or extreme Vnction. $, Auſtine ſaid 
the Sacraments iſſued out of ( hr:fts fide, which cannot bee 
vcrified of the five Rowiſh new Sacraments, 

T rue Catholikes conteſle their ſinnes to God, and fo doth 
Scriprures 2nd catholike Fathers teach them. Papiſts con- 
rrariwile conteſſe to Angels, Saints,and the Virgin WH ary, 
T hey thinke themſelnes alſo bound to conteſle in the Pricits 
care : contrary to the practice of true Catholikes, 

Catholikes doe belecue, that God onely doth forgine 
finncs. Are they then Catholikes that teach, that Priefts not 
onely intercede tor {inne,and declare finnes forgiuenburt al- 

ſo torgine {innes, as did the «Andean Heretikes mentioned 
by T keoderet , haret, Fab,(ib, 4 ? 

This Apoſtate and his mates beleeue, that the Virgin 274- 
7y in body is aſſumed vp, and crowned Queene of Heanen, 
therefore they call vpon her as their Mediatrix, Burt this 

v:Il not be proucd robe a Catholike do&trine or praRtile. 

Holy Martyrs and true Catholikes in time pati ſuffered 

death; 
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death, becauſe they would not ferue and worſhip Crea- 
tures, and fall downe before dumbe Images, Are they 
then Catholikes , that worſhip Creatures, and adore 
Images ? 

Not Catholikes, but the Prieſts of Baa! and Cybele,vied 
to lance, whip, and beat themſelues, thinking thereby to 
expiate ſinne, Are they then true Catholikes, that practiſe 
this Heatheniſh cuſtome , and commend it , as Chriſtian 
Diſcipline ? 
 Heathcn men in time paſt fell downe and prayed before 
their Images; and can they pretend to be” Chriſtian Ca- 
tholikes, that ſay Pater N ofter and eAuc MUaria before 
Stocks and Stones, praRtiling this Heatheniſh cuſtome ? 

Papiſts doe alfo fall downe before their Lord, and God, 
the Pope, killing his foot: but this was neuer pratiled by 
ancient Catholikes,or true Chriſtians. 

True Chriſtians recewwed dcuoutly the holy Sacrament, 
and neyther put it into Pyxes,nor carryed it in Procellion, 
But theſe falſe Catholikes pur it into Pyxes, carry it about 
on (orpus Chrifts day,and worſhip it as a God, | 

The Apollle, r. T 5m. 4. accounteth it a DoAtrine of Di- 
uels, to forbid Marriage, and to command Chriſtians to 
abltaine from certaine Meats. Fooliſhly therefore Papiſts 
repute themſclues to be Catholikes, that forbid Marriage 
to Pri:fts and Yotaries,and reſtraine certaine Orders from 
eating Fleſh; and forbid all men to eate certaine Meates in 
Lent,and on Faſting-dayes. 

Catfiolike Chriſtians neuer belecued they ſhould be ſa- 
ued by cating Salt-Fiſh and Red Herrings, or forſwearing 
Marriag:, or keeping Holy-dayes, and the Preceprs of the 


- Church oft Keme. How then are Papitts Catholikes, that 


bcleeue ſuch fooleries? 

«ſus, aria,were never iofyned together inthe Prayers 
of Cath-likes ;.neyther did they prayic «ary, as well as 
7eſws. In this contunRion therefore, Papiſts make a ſepa- 


ration of themiclues from true Catholikes. 
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True Catholikes vſed alwayes in time palt ro burie the 
Bones and Reliques of Martyrs. A plaine argument, that 
ſach as digge dead men out of their Graues, and worſhip 
them vpon Gods Altar, are Heretikes and Idolaters, and 
not Catholikes. 

Neyther did ancient Catholikes beleeue, that an Agnu: 
De: was good againſt Lightening, and did as well purge 
ſinnes as Chriſts bloud : Which is another euidence, that 
Papiſts ſo belceuing,are not Catholikes, 

S. John, 1. Epift, 1. teacheth vs , that ({hriſts bloud doth 
purge onr fimes, and that is a point beleeued of all Catho- 
likes. Papiſts therefore , that belceue that the blond of 
Saints, and their owne bloud, and Satisfaftions , yea, thar 
holy Water doth purge finne, are but ſorry Catholikes, 

Sorry Catholikes alſ1,and poore Chriſtians they are,hol. 
ding that the paines of ſinne are purged away inthe fire of 
Purgatorie: For how arc they purged, when they are im- 
poſed ? And where did ancient Catholikes teach ſuch a 
Purgation ? 

Farre alſo were Catholikes from belceuing,that Salt and 
holy Water did drive away euil|{pirits. 

Ancient Chriſtian Catholikes did not ſay Maſſes for ficke 
Horſes, and Hogges 3 nor did they fing Maſſes of the 
Crowne of Thornes, or of the three Nayles, or de preps. 
110 Chriſti : nor had ihey ſcucrall Malles for Saylers, Hun- 
ters, T rauatlers, Barren Women, Maides,and Women with 
Child. Are not Papilts then degenerated quite from anci- 
ent Catholike Religion ? 

True Catholikes ncuer bleſſed Crofles, nor beleeued that 
any Woodden or Stone Croſle, conſecrated by them, was 
the Foundation of Faith, or a Defence m eAdnerſue, or V1i- 
(tore againſt the Enemies, as Papiſts proteſic in their Pon- 
tificals, plainely declaring themſclues therein to be idola- 
trous Heretikes, | 

T hey doe alſo belecue , that or Ladies Image can helpe 
ſuch as pray before 1t, and that it is 4 remedze againſt T hun. 
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dering and Lightening, inundation of Waters, and tumults of 
Warres ; and that the Euangeliſt $. /#bzs Image can expell 
Dinels, and bring tos the afiſtance of Angels : matters ne- 
uer heard of,or belecued by Catholike Chriſtians. 

In a Booke called eAvtidotarium anime,ignorant Papiſts 
are taught to pray to the Image of (hits Face, called Vee 
ronica , to be purged from all blemeſhes of ſinne , to obtaine 
grace, and the fellowſhip of Samts, And this Prayer, as they 
ſay, was made by /ohn,the twoand twenticth Pope of that 
name. But neyther can the Apoſtate,nor all his Maſtersgthe 
Ieſuites,prooue, that ſuch a Prayer was vicd by any ancient 
or true Chriſtian Catholike, ! 

Papiſts alſo are taught to conſecrate Bels,to cauſe T em. 
peſts ro ceaſe , and to drime away Diels, They doe allo 1a- 
lute conſecrated Oyle, ſaying,eAne ſanttum (briſma, Burt 
if the Apoftate were all greaſed with Oyle,and figned with 
Croſſes , yet ſhall he neuer be able to ſhew, that tifis was a 
practiſe of true Catholikes. . 

The Apoſtle, Epbeſe. 4. fayth , Chrift gaxe the (hurch 
e Apoſtles, Prophets, Enangeliſts,"Paſtors,and T eachers; and 
true Catholikes beleeue, that theſe onely are ſufficient for 
the Works of the CAſtmifterie , and bulding of the (huich, 
But the Papiſts, beſide theſe, haue in their Synagogue vni- 
uerſall Popes, Cardinals, Inquiſitors, dumbe Woluſh Pre- 
lates , that neyther tegde nor worke any good, ſacrificing 
Pricſts, Monkes,Fryars,and Nunnes, which haue no inſti- 
tution from Chrift, How then are they Catholikes ? 

Among Catholikes, none were choſen Biſhops in time 
paſt,but by the Clergic and People, nor conſecrated, but by 
conprouinciall Biſhops,as our Aduerſaries themſclues con- 
feſle, c. mula ratio, Diſt,62, and c. in nomme, Diſt.2 3, And 
this was an Ordinance allowed alſo by Leo the firſt. But 
Popiſh Biſhops are intruded into their Seats by the Pope, 


withour any allowance of the Clergie, orthe Pcople,orany , 


conprouinciail Biſhops ; and che Pope himſfelte is neyther 


elc&tid by the Clergic, or Feople of Rome , but onely by a 
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few Cardinals, the moſt part ſtrangers. And doe you call 
them Catholikes, that haue no Paſtors lawfully inſtituted 
by (br:i#,or called by the Church ? 

The Apoſtles and their ſucceflors were ſent by {hrift to 
preach the Goſpell, to baptize, and ro adminiſter the Eu. 
chariſt, according to (briſts inſtitution ; and thoſe are only 
true Catholikes, whole Prelates and Prieſts doe performe 
that Office which (hriſt enioyned them. But among Pa. 
piſts, Pricſts are ordained, not to preach, bat to ſacrifice 
tor quicke and dead : and Prelates are not ordered by the 
Church, but by Anuchrift,the Aduerſarie of (br:/t and the 
Church ; and preach not the Goſpell, but humane Traditi- 
ons,and the Popes Decrees, Further, they obſerue not 
(bhrifts inftitution, in adminiſtring the Sacraments accor- 
ding to (briſts inſtitution, How then are they true Catho. 
likes, aryong whom neyther the Word is truly preached, 
nor Sacraments are duly adminiſtred,and where inDo&trine 
and Chayre there is no Apoltolicall ſucceſsivn ? 

Among ancient Catholikes, onely the ſucceſſors of the 
Apollles preached, and baptized : but amorg Papiſts, 
Monkes and Fryars preach, 21beit they be no ſucceffors of 
the Apoſtles, nor inſtituted by (hri/f, but,by eAntichri#t ; 
and Women ſometime arc permitted to baptize,as it Wo- 
men could ſucceed the Apoitics, 

Faith commeth by hearing , and hearing by the Word of 
God, fayth the Apoſtle, Row. 1 0. and this Faith onely is the 
Catholike Chriſtian Faith. But among Papiſts, no Faith 
1S allowed 2s good, but that which commerh trom the pro- 
poſition of the Church, as Camiſins teacheth, in Carech, c,de 
Fide, Now this Church is nothing but the Pope, and their 
Faith is grounded vpon Traditions not written, and the 
Decrees of the Pope, Can this Faith then be Catholike, 
and Din'n-: ? 

T:uc Catholike Faith is alſo toyned with firme Hope and 
aſſurance of faluation, together with the certaine know- 
ledge of God and his will, and with feruent Charitie 
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wards God and our neighbour, But the Faith of the Apo- 
ſtate and his conforts, 15 onely a bare aſſent to the word of 
God. Knowledge of God they haue little,contenting them- 
ſelues with an implicite Faith, and denying all aſſurance of 


 faluation, and warring againſt all, that ſubmit not them. 


ſelues to the Pope, and his ſeR. But ſach a Faith is a dead 
faith, a dueliſh faith, an crronious and wicked perſwaſion, 
and not atrue Carholike and Apoſtolike faith, 


Finally, ifany man did well vnderſtand the particulars of 42. 


that Faith, which the Apoſtare ſeeketh ro commend to his 
Countrimen, and which the Church of England reieeth 
as comming from eAn:chrift ; hee might plainely ſee, that 
the Papiſts are neither Catholikes nor hold the Catholike 
Faith 1n any thing, which the Church of Englznd dilliketh. 
Whaeretore lealt any hereafter ſhould boaſt, that his Popiſh 
religion is Catholike; I will hereafter ſpecific diuers points 
thereof which themſelues will be forced to confelle to bee 
vncatholike, 


eAn Appendix wnto the third Chapter , contayning ſome 
princupall points of the vncatholike, moderne Romilſh Do-

Wee are taught 1.(or.3, T hat Chriit Jeſu 15 the onely 
foundationefthe Church, Stapleton and his followers beleeue 
T bat the T'ope and his determinations are the Churches foun- 
dation alſo, Andthis is allo the DoEtrine of Bellarmine, 

The Church being a chaſt virgin admitteth ne Spoule bur 
(brit Jeſus. But the adulterous Sinagogue ab Rome recei- 
veth the Pope as her Spouſe,as appearcth, C.# bs periculum.. 
deelett tn6. 

When any queſtion ariſeth about matters of Faith, the 
Church of Kome will haue the Pope to be ſupreame ludge, a 
matter vnreaſonable,thatan Hererike and an enemy ſhould 
ſit judge in matters of Faith and in his owne cauſe. 

When Chriſt aſcended into Heaven, they Tay, he lett the 
Pope to be his Vicar, But of this he ſhewerth nocommillion 
or proote. 

They belecucalfo,thatthe Pope is $.7erer- onely Succel= 
ſor, and the rniuerfall Biſhop, and chicfe Monarch of the v- 
niuverfall Church, But neither doth he teach or loue Chr:#t, 
as did Petey, nor doth hee demonſtrate how this vniucrſall 
Monarchy came vnto him. 

They fay he hath power to diſpenſe againlt the Law, the

They teach rebellion againſt Princes municated, 
contrary to the Apoſtle Xow. 1 3.that teacheth Obedience. 
With theur equiuocations and mental! reſeruations, 


| which they take to bee lawtull, they decemue not onely: pri- 
uate men, but alſo publike Magiſtrates, affirming, denying, 


and ſwearing what they lift without any ſcruple of Corſci- 


- ence; cſpecially, it they take the Iudge tobe incompetent, 


or themſelues not bound to an{wer. 

Neither doe they thinke it vnlawfull to murther Excom- 
municate perſons, being moued with zeale toward their 
mother the Church. c.Excommunicatorum.2 3.4, 5. 


The Conventicle of (nftance giueth them libertic to 


' breaketheir Oathes made with Heretikes. And the Pope, 


if any be more ſcrupulous then other, doth eaſily diſpenſe 
with them incaſes of Periurie. | 1 
For Hereſie they account it meritorious for Parents to 


. bring word to burne their Children condemned for herelie, 


and for Children to doe the like to their Parents. They 
permit for the ſame cauſe Wiues to depart from their Hul. 
bands, and husbands fromtheir wiues. 

Neither doe they make any ſcruple cither to defraud their 
creditors, or to ſpoyle good Chriſtians, it they be cenſured 
as Heretikes : AS £Harianaand Philoparer teach. 

They forbid their Mafſe-Prieſts, Moakes and Friers to 
marrie : yet cannot they keepe them ont of Brodels. Nay, 
they torbid not publike Stewes, albeit they thinke it a grear 
finne for Votarics to marrie, . 

Betore Marriage conſummated, they giue permiſiionto 
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cither of the parties, that are publikely married to betake 
themſelues roa Monaſticall lite. 

The law of Godteacherh Chiſdren to honour their Pa- 
rents. But the law of the Popes elchorarn, permitteth 
Children cither to marrie without their Parents conſent, or 
to forſake their parents, and to enterinto a Monaſtery, 

Fos Priſoners to breake priſon, and to breake their word 
and oath giuen to the Gaoler, rhey hold to be no ſinne, And 
this 1s a _—_ praiſe of Malle-Prieſts and their diſci. 
ples in Pry . 

Tt.ey thinke it a ſmall ſinne to ſteale things of ſmall ya- 
Jue, and to curſe and blaſpheme, if it be done without pre- 
meditation, | 

They teach, that Penance is not necdfull for veniall 
ſinnes, and thatluch offences are done away by knocking 
of the breſt, or by the Biſhops blefſing, or ſprinkling with 
Holy-water, | 

As if {bvi#t had not made fatisfaftion for mens (innes, 
they teach, that all muſt fatisfhe for ſinnes committed after 
Bapriſme, eyther in this life or in Purgatorie, 

Nay,albeit finnes be remitted, yetthey hold,that eueniu(t 
men mult ſatisfie for rhe penalcie of finne. As 4t debtors 
were to pay after the Obligation 1s taken vp, and they 
which owe nothing, were to make payment. 

They teach there'are 4. Stages or receptacles in Hell, to 
wit, The 1, of the Damned ; the 2.of Purgatorie ; the 3. of 
Children dying before Bzptiſme ; the 4. tor the foules of the 
Patriarkes betore { bri/ts aſcention, But let them beware 
they make not their Diſciples to doubt of Hell ; as their 
proofes for the other 3. places are weake and doubtfull, ard 
make men deny them. 

The wiſc-man Sep. 3. ſaith, T he ſoules of the juit are in 
the hands of God, and that no torment toucheth them, Are 
they then wile, that calt iuſt men into the fire and torments 
of Purgatoric. 

By Maſles, and Indulgences, and Almes, they fay Soules 

are 
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are drawne out of Purgatorie : as if $.Perer, and ancient 
Biſhops of Rome, had ſung Maſſes and granted Indulgences 


to Soules in Purgatorie,or Soules might be freedout of Hell, 


which comprehendeth Pargatoric. 
Chriſt, fay they, inſlitured Indulgences , bat they know

In the Taxe of the Popes Chamber there is a Rate ſet 
downe, what is to be payd for Incelt, Periurie, Parricides, 
and all ſinnes, 

From the Jewes,they borrow Alrars, Prieſtly Orders,and 
Apparrcll, burning of Incenſe,offering of Paſchall Lambes, 
and ſuch like Traditions, : 

Sacrifices for the Dead, Purgatorie, conſecrated Water, 
and ſuch like, ſeeme to proceed from the Gentle , rather 
then from the later /cwes, 

Becauſe Peter had the Keyes of the Charch commitred 
vnto him, the Pope interreth, that he hath power to make 
Lawes to diſpenle againſt Law , to diſpenſe with perſons 
periured, todiſſolue Matrimonie, and to depriue Princes of 
their Crownes. 

Monkes and Fryars, albeit they liue wickedly, yet boaſt 
of their workes of ſupererogation, and hold their profelli. 
on to be a ſtate of pertection, d 

Generally they eitabliſh their juſtice of Workeyg and in- 
herent Charitic : the juſtice of God , in remitting ſinnes, 
and imputing vnto vs (rift iuſtice,they regard not.

Apoltates deuotion is toward the Virgin Atary, and to 
Saints, to whom, it hee be inhis right wits, he will not giue 
power toabſolue him from his finnes. Hee conſecrated his 
conteliigns to God : this Apoltate doth conſecrate himſelfe 
and his tranſlation tothe Vugin Har). 

A tranſlation I ſay, fo idle, falſe; malicious and full of er- 
rours, that he durſt not ſet his name vnto ir. Which I take 
to be done with ſome cunning, the man (percaſe) meaning 
todeny it. 

Hce vaunteth that his large Preface Will make the B 
more profitable and pleaſant, But it had beene farre better, 
it had beene ſhorter ; tor of harſh and foppiſh Prefaces the 
ſhorteſt are beſt. His Diſcourſe is full of obſeruations 
tale, vnpleaſant, full of poyſon and hurtfull, if any of his

For his Motto or word, hee ſetteth downe this ſentence z 
Cibus ſum grandiumy, 1 am meat for the ſtrong, grow and thou 
ſhalt eate mee, As if his tranſlation and notes were meat for 
great men, and fit to bee devoured of them : which are no- 
thing but huskes for ſwine and hoggiſh and ignorant Pa- 
piſts. S.e Auftine applyeth theſe words to God, this Apo- 
ſtate applyeth them to himſelfe and his idle fantaſies, 

Intimating that his Booke was printed Permſſu ſuperio- 
rum, by the permiſſion of his Superiours, hee maketh a plaine 
declaration, that like a falſe-hearted fellow hee renounceth 
his allegiance to his Prince, and ſubmitterh himſelfe to trai- 
terous Maſſe. Prieſts and lefuites, and other the Popes for. 
raine faftors, enemies to the Prince and State, 

Now come we to the Epiſtle dedicatory dircRed to the 
Virgin IH ary, a worke tull of preſumption and vanity. 
For how could fo holy a Virgin accept of ſach an impure 
companion or ſo faithſull a Chriſtian,allow of this diſciple 
of Antichriſt, endenouring to draw Chriftians from Chr s## 
to ſerne Felal ? Further how can fo ſpotleſle a Virgin ap. 
proue ſo corrupt a Tranſlation, and fo wicked a Preface,and 
notes ſauouring of nothing, bur the ſpirit of Sathan, ſeeking 
by lyes and impoſtures to abuſe the (imple. 

This blefſed Virgin hee (lileth the moſt glorious Queene of 
Heanen,, A ſtile neyther giuen to her by the Apoltles, nor 
allowed by any Cati:olike; further, it is a vainc imaginati- 
on to turne the Kingdome of Heauen into an earthly Princes 
Court, and to ſuppoſe that God is marriedtoa woman. 

He addeth, that ſh:e « thr joy of caleſtiall Spirits, and 21. 
der Chriſt rhe higheſt hope of humwane creatures, As it Angels 
turned themſclues from God, to ioy in the Virgin e Mary, 
or men were chiefly ro hope in her. Where did this man 
tearne this tradition, and how doth hee proue, that Angels 
and men are tb foy ifr a Creature,and totruft in her, and nor 


to place thetr glory and hope in God onely. Is this a Ca- 
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tholike point of Doftrine ? ard will his holy Father define 
it to beetrue? 

Behold, ſayth hee, a prodigall Child of thine,” As if ſucha 
wanton young-man, that hath fo often runne from his Fa.. 
ther, were the Sonne of a Virgin, and 4 g/or:ou Queene, as 
he calleth her, who neuer had any ſonne bur him, that was 
21 the Sonne of God. A prodiget (hild, hee may well call 
himſelfe,'as one that hath dsſſipared his ſubſlance, vinende 
ln xurig/e, and which hath dex-ured bis ſubſtance, cum mere- 
tricibas, as did the Prodigall mentioned Z#k,1 5. Bur let 
him forbeare to call himſclte (a man ſo debauched) the holy 
Virgins ſonne. 

In ftead of a glaſſe of Fliwers, as he ſayth, hec layeth vpan 
thealrar of the Virgins goodueſſe a booke of Piflurss, Which 
haue the fame tobee Well lined, But firlt, it is boy es play,to 
make ſport with Glaſſes, Flowers and Puppets, Next, in 
earncſt he declareth himſecltc ro bee an Idolater, that erc- 
&eth an Altar to the Virgin Mary, and offereth facritiee 
vponat, Thirdly, were he not an Ideote, hee would not 
make S.eAnfine alimner ; and if he were not vayne-glo- 
rious, he would not ſuppoſe, that this vayne Tranſlation 
werca picture well limned, or compare ſuch brutifh con. 
ccits to Flowers cdoriferous , and Pictures beautifull and 
glorious, 

Going on in his abſurd allegoriſing vayne, hee telleth vs, 
T hat the colours of the Pittures Were mingled by no Worſt hand 
then of the holy GhoFt, and layd by one of hus fore. fingers, As 
if this ablurd and miſhapen tranſlation were painted out 
with freſh colours , or ich a diſcolutc and diſcompoled 
Painter were fore-finger of the Holy Gholt, or the Holy 
Ghoſt had hands and fore-fingers to paint withall. Further, 
to ſpeake of $, Auſtire himſelte, he was not fo bold asto ſay, 
his Confeſſions were indited by the Holy Ghoſt, which be- 
longeth onely to the ſublime authority of holy canonical 
Scriptures. Ncyther was he ſo groſlc COTS to make 
the Holy Ghoſt in the forme of a man, or to attribute to bo 
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the Art of Limning. This is the worke of this painting

7 hen flowe#t from that Sta of Afercie,layth he, ſpeaking 


| of the Virgin e Mary, 4s 4 moft noble and nanigable Riner, 
bearing Þ vttomes of all Burthens : So he blaſphemerh that 


holy Virgin, ſuppoling her to be 2 nauigable Kiuer, bearing 
| Popiſh, Turkiſh, and Pagan Bottomes, and diſhonouring 
' her Virginitic, whom he would ſeeme to magnific. Fur. 
ther, like a ridiculous Sot , he maketh nauigable Riuers to 
: low our of the Sea ; which his fences, it hee hauc any,

'Chrift, had broten the Serpents bead. Th: are not. Ele- 


gancics, but Blaſphcmies, of which he hath no ſmall ſtocke, 
: F the 
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the ſtocke of his ſubſtance beiog formerly ſpent in foraine 
Countries, 

His wercie, ſayth he, ſo lookes, as if his inftice did receins 
thereby ſome Wrong : as if (hriſts juſtice could not ſtand 
with his mercie. Further, he diminiſheth much of (brifts 
mercie, making not (br:ft, but the Virgin e Hary, 4 nan. 
gable Riner of Aercie,capable of all Botromes, It may bc he 
thinketh, that as {rift ſaucd all Chriftians, fo the Virgin 
Mary ſaued Turkes, Infidels,and Apoltates.

S. eA#ſiinc reade what Lefture he will ypon the Anatomie

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example and ſweet mfiluxe Whereof, doth ſo helpe to reforme 
and rettifie the darke and difſolute heart of man, And 1, 
to require his fluxe of vanitie in part, {&y, you ſhall hard- 
ly finde ſuch a peece of bombaſted Barbariſme, ſuch a Line

FT HE principall marke vnto which the Prefator 
and 1 ranſlator directcth all hjs bolts ; is firſt, ro 
proue ham{clteand his Popiſh conſorts to bee Ca- 
tholikes, and next to conunce his Parents, good 
friends and Ccuntrimento be misbelecuers and Heretikes, 
But how farre wide he ſhooteth in the firſt, 1 haucalrea- 
dy by found arguments d.clared, The ſame will alſo more 
euidently appeare by the anſwer made to his ObicEtions, 
and by the whole Diſcourſc enſuing, The ſecond ſhall ma. 
niteſtly bee demonl(trated as well by our publike Confe(l. 
ons, Which containe nothing but ſound ( arholike doftrire, 
as by his vayne friuolous 2nd calumnious gppolition in kis 
Pretace and idle Annotations. Sce then 1 pray you the 
pride and preſumption of this rinegate, who at his firſt ſet- 
ting forth, taketh that as granted, which m all his tedious 
Diſcourſe he ſhall neuer be able to proue. For how can hce 
call himfelfe and his fellowes Catholikes, whoſe Doctrincs 
reiefted by vs are a compoſition of 01d and new Herefies ? 
And how can heedeny vs that title, whoſe Faith is wholly 
Catholike and Apoſtolike? 
Hee preſenteth vs, as hee profeſſcth, With a tranſlation of 
S, AVSTINEs Confeſſions. A poorep:eſ.nt,God worgand 
notlung worth our acceptance , being fiſt as it ſeemerh 
rather turned out of Sparſh, then Letine, and next diffe- 
ring from the Originall indiuers places; and thirdly, being 
corrupted with falſe Notes and glofſes. Hee preſumeth it 
will be profitable and not vnplcaling ; fo Geeſe beleeue 
their owne Gollings to be goodly birds. He addeth,thar rbe 
ſubjett will bee now and then hard, As ifeucry Schoole-boy 
could not tranſlate S.eAuftines Confellions, as well as hee, 
orany Diſcourſe could be more caſe, 
1s 
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As the beauty of « perſon, ſaith he, confifteth in (omplexion, . 
propert:on, and met101, So he would proue S. «Auſtine to bee 
excellent in the cowp/exi0u of bus Soule, the proportion of the 
parts of bus Books, and the attions of bu Life A ſimilitude 
borrowed from his skill in diſcerning the beautie and com- 
plexion of his out-landiſh Miſtreſſes, bur euill beficting 
this Subiet, For firlt, what likenefſe is there betweene 
Men and Bookes ? Secondly, when did he cuer ſee the com. 
plexion of S.eAxſtines Soule ? Thirdly, what beauty is there 
inthe diſtintion of the Chapters made by ſome ignorant 
tranſcriber of S.e Auſftines Confeſſions ? Laſtly, what ma- 
keth this tale of faire (omplexion, decent proportion and mo- 
tion, to. his euill fauourcd tranſlation, and jciune Preface 
and Notes? 

He pirieth ſome Cruickes offended, as hee faith, With ſome 
tautslogies of this Booke ; Bur ſuch Critickes pitie rather 
the tranſlators Morologies and Picndologies, handling an 
argument vnht for ſuch a perſon, and with diuers hes com- 
mending his ownefriends, and taxing his aduerfaries. 

Vanting of his labours he faith, Ir was nor in his Wilt to 
commut the leaſt fau't : bur what jt ignorance and partiali- 
tie hauecaried him into faults and errours : ſhall wee accept 
his will for excaſe ? In the Preface and Tran(lation you 
ſhall find faalts, lyes, and corruptions, ſuch as will cafily 
conuince this vayne brag, 

Hee taxeth ſome for falſifying and corrupting S, Auſtines 
bookes, De caur, Der, and bis eM editations, But his rc- 
proofe isea(ily anſwered. For firſt, he doth not, nor cannot 
ſhew any proote of the corruption of S. A«ſtines bookes, de 
exit Dei, Secondly, the booke of £HMeditations attributed 
to him, isnot his. I haue ſcene it vnder thename of «A#- 
ſe/me, Others attribute it to ſome later Schoole-man ; and 
Maſter Rogers doth not ſo much tranſlate the booke of 
e Meditations, as trame anew Diſcourſe ypon that ground, 

But, rhat the beleefe and prattiſe of S, Av GVSTINE, avd 
the Church of his rime, is fully agreeable ro the Roman 
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Church at this day, and different from the (urch of England, 
as he affirmeth, cannot bec proued our of any of S.«Anugu. 
ſtincs workes, This 1 haue cleercly demonſtrated before, 
Now I ſay onely hee cannot-proue, cyther the myſteries of. 
the Maſle, orthe Popes vniucriall Monacchy, or the 7. $a. 
craments and Indul;ences, or the Decrces ot T rent which 
wee refuſe. Onely it is caſily proucd, that hee is an aduer- 
ſary of this Church of England, ard to hee p ofeſicth 
himſclfe tobce, He is alſo an cnemy ct lis Countrey and 
the State, and a ({laue of Anmnibrift, albert hee doth not 
profellc ic, 

Hee complaineth of rhe great d1jjicnity of Tranſlating this 
Booke ; and yeta Childot 15. ycares old might well have 
trariflated a harder Booke then this, And ur his betters 
thought ſo, as well as himfltc both hee and his b-trers were 
poore, weake and ignorant Tra: (]:tors. 

The ſentences ot S. efnſtmes Confellions are no ſuch 
dcepe matters, but they may eaſily bevi:derftood But to 
fird Sentences, that grew onth: tree of S,AVSTINES ſoule, 
and to gather them Y*ith Flewrrs and dw?! vpon thrmy, 18 an 
abſurd conceit, and alrogerthcr impolhi le. Neucr were any 
ſuch Trees, Flower, or Dew heard of, but inthe Apoſtares 
harſh ſtile. Let him rather beware of ſentences growing 
out of T «burn? tree, and of treacherous Do@rines taught 
him by Malle- Prieſts, Monkes and Ignatiavs. 

Hauing fimſhed the Tranſlation, he found, as he confeſſeth, 
T hat hee had much miſtaken the ſence of diners places, Ard 
euery man that is not obdurat, will yec'd, that hee ſayth it 
trucly, Bur that he reformed his miſtakings, it appcareth 
not, Nay, we iuſtly doubt he made the matter wo. ſe, 

By bis moſt ſignificant and ſententious ſoule, ſaith hee, his 
perne is thruft mo ſo little roome, A ſtrange and monitrous 
kindof guibriſh, for who ener heard betore of a ſignificant 
and [ententious /oule, and a penme thru? mto a liutle roome ? 
bur if $.eF«ſtine ſpoke ſignificantly, how could hee ſpeake 
ſoodbſcurely, asis pretended ? If the Apoſtates rongue __ 
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wedged in a wimble hole, would he ſpeake darke ſentences 
thinke you ? 

T be Herefie of the Manichees, ſaith he, # layd wnder the 
aſhes of oblinien,, And yet in his Popiſh doftrine concer- 
ning prohibition of Mariage to eletted Priefts, in the ex- 
tending of Chr:ſts body into divers phces, in the deftru&i- 
on of Chriſt: humane nature, and the Communion vnder 
one kind, it i againe reuiued, 

T he arguments of the Chapters, hee ſaith, are not $, Au- 
guſtines. A very profound Speculation. He might alſohauc 
added, that the meaning expreſſcd in his Tranſlation is not 
S.eAnguſtmes, but that ſhall appeare hereafter. | 

Going about to commend his Booke of Confeſlions, hee 
faith, He Wil borrow the Wordes of Ribadincira. And I doubr 
hee borrowed ſome light from his Spb tranſlation, Burt 
if he had choſen out a hundred, hee could not haue encoun- 
tred a more wicked enemy of Religion and the State, nor 
a more falſe and treacherous companion thenthat 7eſawide, 
who tranſlatcd and amplified that ſcandalous Libell of 
Sarders, De ſchiſmate, deuilcd of purpole to the diſgrace of 
the Kings of England and this State. 

The leſuie compareth his Learning'to a Spring that r1/eth 
and runneth perpetually. And yet Maſſe-Prieſts and Fryars 
drinke rather of the puddle Decretals of the Pope, then of 
S. Auſtines cleare Spring. 

Haning vowed Chaftnie to God , fayth the Tranflator, 
he retyred , in the companie of two ſriends , into a ſolitaric 
hoyſe , Where he ſpent three yeeres in meditation of Scriprure, 
Prayer, Faſting, and other Penance, But firſt, it is moſt 
vntrue,that he vowed Chaſtiti:,or other Monkiſh Vowes: 
ſecondly, he was no longer there, then he pleaſed himſelte:; 
thirdly, he read Scriptures, which Monkcs vſc not much to 
doe now : fourthly, ke was not ſabieR to the Pope, nor 
lined vnder any certaine Rule : fiftly, he whipped not him- 
ſelfe, as the Fryars now doe : fixtly, he retyred not into a 
folitarie houſe,bur into his owne houlc;as Poſſidomms o__ 
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tech. Was hee not then aſhamed to tell fo many vntruths 


with one breath ? 

He addeth, hat a principall (aualter offered to depend on 
his aduice , m the Way of ſpirit - and that there Were many 
Al onaFtecries alreadie erefted m S, Auſtincs r1we. A grofic 
Leaſing,dcuiſed not without the inſtigation of ſome wic- 
ked Spirit. For firſt, the Monaſteries of egypt and $5i:# 
were of another faſhion : ſecondly, Bencr brought the Or- 
ders of Monkes firſt into /raire: thirdly, Poſſidonine calleth 
the man, Agentem in Rebus, A Fattoy for the Emperour - 
fourthly , ot the dependance vpon S. eAuſtine by way of 
ſpirit, there is no mention in 7Poſſidonims. 

Another groſlſe Leaſing, related by the Tranſlator, is that 
which is related concerning a _Monaſterie built by S, Au. 
guſtine «1 4 Garden; Poſſidoni ſayth,it was in the Church: 
and there liued not Canons regular, as this irregular and 
prodigall tellow reporteth, but ſome ſetuants of God, thar 
followed the Apoſtles rule,and not the faſhions of Monkes, 
or the Dzcrees of Popcs. 

The Ordcr of Prie3thood he tooke, but not the Orders 
of Malle-Prieſts , /acrsficmng for quicke and dead + Nay, he 
preached the Goſpel, which Maſſe.Pricſts doe not ; and 
was made Biſhop without any Bulls of the Pope , being 
choſen by the Clergie and People. That Enangelicall per. 
fettion cenſiſteth in Monaſticall Obedience , hee neuer 
thought : nor did hee found « eMenatterie, for Canons 
Reguler, Theſe be Fiftions, and Lyes, deuiled by the 
Apoſtate-for the maintenance of his Popiſh Religion ; the 
N orth.ſtarre of his Diſcourſe, by which hee direGteth his 
broken Barke, 

He conteſſeth, that hee was frequent in Preaching, (ate. 
chizing and teaching of youth, A plaine conuidtion of the 
floath and negligence of the Romſh woluiſh Prelates, 
which neither Preach nor Teach,nor Catechiſe, He addcth, 
that hee compounded Differences, and exerciſed himſeife in 
workes of Charity, But Poprſh Prelats enflame Warres,vexe 
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poore Chriſtians, Mucther Innocents and are voyd of Cha. 
ritie, and full of vices and villany. That his Biſhoppricke 
ſhould be worth 40. M, (rownes by the yeare, is a pleaſant 
conceitof a tooliſh Fator of the Pope, meaſuring times paſt, 
wherein the Church was poore and necdy, with the time 
_ wherein 7opsſh Prelates exceed in Luxurie and 
Pride, 

T o trror in beleefe and ſenſuality of Life, he confeſſeth , hee 
was admirably oppoſite. To whichthe Apoſtate and his con- 
ſorts are admirably addicted, being Hererikes by profelli. 
on,and ſenſuall Epicures in life and conuerſation, Yetdid S, 
Auftine neuer vant of his noble (operation with Gods grace, 
or {ay he made 4 ſuperabundant ſatisfattion for his former 
offences, Theſe bec glorious vaunts of Poprſh Heretikes, 
which take to themſclues power of fatisfations and me. 
rites dne to Chri#t, Hee makecth S. Auſtine alſo wnfpeakably 
pure, froma Paprſbhturning to bea Paritave, and giueth that 
to S. Auga/tme, that he neuer tooke tohimlelfe. He addeth, 
that S. Auſtine did exprate 16, yeares of bis 1 outh wncleanty 
ſpent, As if a man were able to purge his finnes, and to 
make an attonement for them. Making S. Auftme a Re. 
dzemer, and a teacher of perfc& luſtice; the firſt being 
Blaſphemy, and the ſecond Pelagian Herelie, 

Of the renderneſſe of S, Auftines ( #uſcience, and the rigewr 
v/ed by him in exammation of his ſmall 1moper fettions , hee 
ralketh idly; himfelfe and his Conforts hauing Conſcien- 
ces ſeared with hot yrons, and not examining their molt 
flagitious Offences , following ſenſuall Luſts , falſifying 
theic Words and Oathes, murthering Gods Saints, main. 


; raining $Stewes,teaching Rebellion and open wickedneſſe, 


He accumulated, layth the Apoltate, « bug e tothe of Me 
rites. But S. Auſtine alwayes diſauowed his owne Mcrites 
and fled to Gods mercy, Cor.2, in P/al, 36. hee faith, Al 
thinges are to bee eſteemed vile to v5, when woe Conſider What 
ware te receing,. Ut wwſhi ficront mera non fnerwnt Nayth 
he, £pif.1 50, And in his Preface in P/ſal,z1, NN uhul bor 
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fecifs & datwr tibi remiſſio peecatorume. And de Verb. Apoſt, 
Serm.: , hee ſayth, God doth crowne vs in pitie and mercic: 
of a ſtocke of Merites, he newer ſpoke one word, Nay, fo 
abſurd is the Doftrine of Merites of condignitic, that the 
founder Schoole-men doe difanow it._ 

Hee addeth , That he came not ſhort in paying bus Debts 
comratted With God and his Church, by reaſon of hus erro. 
neow Beleefe. But if he came not ſhort of payment, what 
needed he to begge forgiueneſſe of Debts ? 1t he eonfured 
Pelag16,and other Heretikes, then he was no great friend 
of Papiſts, that reaching puritic of Life, and perfeRion of 
luſtice, and the power of Free-will in our Regeneration, 
and doing good Workes , ioyne with Pelagizs, and other 
Hererikes, condemned by S. «Anſtine, 

The Donatift:,as he ſayth, pretended, that the wninerſall 

wrch bath erred, and Was periſhed - Bur he 1yeth groſfe- 

y ; for they onely fayd , that it crred, and periſhed in all 
places faue in eAfrike : nct as Papilts fay, that it is pe. 
riſhed , and erreth inall places, ſaue in the Popes Juriſ- 
diction. 

Hee eftabliſheth,"fayth hee, the ſupreme Authoritie vnder 
God, of the trac, viſible, and vniuerſall Church of Chriſt , in 
matters of Faith, But if the trae Church were viſible in 
S. eAnſtmes tire , then is not the Romrify Church , con. 
fiſting of Popes, Cardinals, Inquifitors, dumbe Prelates, 
facrihcing Mzfle-Prieſts, Monkes, Fryars, Nunnes , ficrie 
Ignatians, and fuch Yermine , the true Chutch ; for ſach 
a Church was not viſible in S. eL»ftines time , nor long 
after.

; Sor, as if S. Auguſtme had ever taught, that the Pope was 


the vilible head of the Church, or tbat hys Decrees and De- 
terminations were the derermination of the Church. What 
a brainleſſe head and brazen tace hath the Apoltate to af- 
frme this ?

A»ſimes time the Biſhops of Rowe and 0- 
ther the Succeſlours of Peter continued in the Catholike 
Faith, But now the Popes are Apollated from the Faith,and 
hauc abaiidoncd the oftice of Biſhops; protclling new Do- 
Etrive, and aſſuming to them anew Office, | | 

C.eAnſtine De ann, & thus Orig, lb, 3.c.4,beleeucd nor; 
T hat Iufants dying withour Bapti/me could obraine remiſj.ons 
of or4gimall ſinne, But neyther hee, nor the Schoole-menſay; 
that all not Baprtiſcd are neccflarily damned, holding, that 
belide the baptiime of Water, there is a baptiſme of Blood, 
and of the Holy Ghoſt. $. Ambroſe doubted not of the fal- 
uation of Yalcntinien, albeit hee dyed vnbapriicd. And the 
fame is the opinionof the vnbapuiſed and beleeving Thiete, 
and |vch Martyrs as ſhed their blood tor Cur 157. 


For;the Pupiſh reall and externall Sacrifice of the _— 
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S. Auſtine ſpeaketh no one word, howlſocuer it pleaſeth this 
flaue of Antichriſt to vouch him for it. He doth not fo much 
as = the Matſle, or lay that (hr:ffs Body was really 
offered vnder the accidents of Bread and Wine. The facri.. 
fice he ſpeaketh of, was onely a memoriall of the ſacrifice of 
(hriſts death ; and Monrea was onely remembred at the 
Altar,as other Chriſtians, Patriarkecs,and Martyrs were, al. 
beit her ſoule was not in Purgatorie, 

Papiſts alſo build Churches to Martyrs and Saints, and 
call ypon them, contrarie to the Doarine of S. Auſtine, 
Lib,22, de Cinit, Des, c.10, who albeit they were named 
in the Myſteries, yetdenyeth that eyther they were called 
vpon,orhad Temples built vnto them. 

Ltb,17, de Ciut, Des, c,20., hee admitteth none to be 
Prieſts after the Order of Melchiſedech, or Afediators of the 
New Teſtament, but CyRIisST IESVS: Sacerdes ipfe 
Nom T eftamenti,& ſecundum Ordinem eAelchiſedech, Bur 
this Apoltate ſuppoſtth, that his Maſſe-Prielts are after the 
Orderof « Melchiſedech, and that Saints canonized by the 
Pope, are Mediators of the New Teſtament, albeit neyther 
New nor Old Teſtament was eſtabliſhed in their bloud. 

We adore Chriſts fleſh, ſayth S. Anſtine , allegorically EX 
pounding the words of the 98. P/a/me : but not in che Aſy- 
fteries,as this Patron of the Myſterie of Iniquitie afhrmeth; 
nor doth he ſpeake of the Sacrifice of the «A/aſſe, as this 
Dreamer imagineth : for he ſpeaketh of the ſpirituall cating 
of Chr:ſts feſh, that is adored when it is belecued, and ſi. 
ritually receiued by Faith, That Chr:fts fleſh was vnder the 
accidents of Bread ard Wine, and really contain:d in the 
Prieſts hands, neyther did $. Auft:ne, orother Fathers be- 
leeve ; torthat were nothing clſe thea to betray Chriſt, as 
did /udas, into the hands ot Thecues, That Chris Body 
15 to be caten with the mouth, he vtterly denyeth : en hoc 
Cr pus quod videtis mauduraturs eſis, fayth he, 

Agune, in (onc.1,inPſal,z 3, expounding theſe words, 
Feribatur mt maribus ſue vnderſtandeth them of the Sa- 
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crament in Chr:ſts hands ; for ſpeaking properly, he fayth, 
No man u carryed in his owne hands : which words the Pre. 
facioner eyther marked not,or wilfully diflembled. 

Prayers tor the dead, inferre not the Doftrine of Purga. 
torie; as the place of the 2, Aſachab,1 2, albeit corrupred, 
and his Booke de «ra pro Mortus, doth declare: for ney- 
ther doth he there mention any Purgatorie, nordid he eucr 
thinke,that his Mothers foule was in Purgatoric, In Enchs. 
rid, ad Lament, hee ſpeaketh of purging ſmall faults, but 
very doubtingly : but that Chriſtians were to fatishie in 
Purgatorie for finnes, whoſe guilt was remitted, hee neuer 
tauglit nor imagined. eAerins was condemned as an He- 
retike,as An —_ relateth Hereſ.5 3. de Hereſ, ad Quod- 
waltd, but it was becauſe he was an Arrian. He was repro- 
ved alſo tor denying,not Secrefices and Prayers for the Dead, 
as this Apoſtare, lying molt deadly and impudently , aftr- 
meth, but a Commemoration for the Dead, then vid, 
wherein Martyrs and holy Saints were mentioned. As for 
the Sacrifice, 2, Aachab, 1 2.it will profit the Apollate bur 
little, being offered for the Damned. 

In his ſecond Sermon vpon the 88, Pſalme , S. Auſtine 
would haue Saints Feaſts celebrated With ſobrictre. But what 
maketh that for innocation of Saints,or celebrating Maſſcs 
;n their honour ? Further, theſe words ſecme to be patched 
to the end of the Palme by ſome idle Monke,that was zca- 
Jous for his Belly, and more willing to feaſt then faſt : for 
neyther haue they any connexion with the words going be- 
tore, nor was it the vſe to celebrate Feaſts in S. eAnſtmes 
dayes tor other Saints then Martyrs, as appearcth £b,2 0, 
contra Fauſt, 0.22, 

That S, Avuſtine proied Prayers to Saints and Angels out 
of Scripeures , is a moſt grofle Yntruth , verercd by a ing 
Apoltate. In the 21, Booke de Crmrt, Dei, c.2 7, alledged 


| by him, is no ſuch matter found ; Nay, in the 2 2, Booke 4 


Lib, 10, Conftfſ, 6.4%» & 43+ ſhencth,, that the Oiiice of 
| d.. 


Citit, c,10, he condemineth the inuoca. ionot Martyrs. Ard 
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Reconciliation and Mediation betweene God and man, be- 
longeth to Chriſt onely, and not to Angels or Saints. 

In the 2 2. Booke de Crum, Des, c,$, diuers Miracles arc 
reported, as Wrought ſome by holy Earth , ſome by Reliques, 
and ſome by other meanes, But the whole Diſcourſe ſauou- 
reth rather of the Veine of ſome Monke, or writer of Le. 
gends, then of fo learned and graue a Father. Howbcit, 
whoſoeuer is the Author of that Addition, he neyther men... 
tioneth the Malle, nor inuocation or prayers to Saints , for 
which by the Apoſtate it is vainely alledged; nor fayth,that 
Miracles were wrought by ſuch ſuperltitious Tricks. 

In his Booke de Grat, & L1b. Arb, c,16, he ſayth, It is 
certaine We kheepe Gods Commandements, if We Will, But he 
fayth not, it is in the power of the will to keepe Gods 
Commandements, or as the Apoſltate inferreth , that mas 
hath poſſibilutie to keepe Gods Commandements : For preſent. 
ly the holy Father addeth, T har our Will muZt be prepared of 
the Lord, and thay We can doe nothing ,unlefſt it be ginen vs of 
God, Further, to hold that man by his will can tulfill the 
Law of God, is Pelagizni/ſme. Lib,de Nat, & Grat. £.43. 
Wee mu#t, as he counſelleth vs, demand grace of God , that 
We may doe that Which We cannet -otherws/e, But what nced 
Grace,if the Will had power ſuftcient to doe well ? 

In his firſt Booke of Rerratt, c.21, S.eAnftine doth vt- 
terly ouerthrow the Popiſh Doct: 12c,concerning the power 
of Free-will, in doing good : For if min canner change his 
Will, vnleſſe it be ginen him, nor doe good but by grace , as hee 
reacheth., then doth it not Iyc in the power of Free-will 
to doe well, more then it Iyeth in the power of the Apo- 
ſtate ro be made a Cardinal! : which 1s a grace beſtowed 
by the Pope on his fauourites, and not obtained by cuery 
looſe companions frec-will, 

S. eAu3tine doth alſo confound the Hcereſfie of the Apo- 
ſtate, holding iuſtiication by Faith and Workes ; for :# 
Workes follow hins that is initified, and Loe not before , then 
doe not Wo;kes1ultific vs. Yet hold we not,that Faith de- 
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u8id of Workes doth inſtifie, but that Faith linely by good 
Workes doth onefy apprehend Chrifts Mercy and luſtice, 
and not our Workes effect luſtic:. | 

That $. Auſtine, With other Fathers of the (hurch teach,that 
our Workes are meritorious of Eternall life,as this Apoſtate a+ 
uoweth, is an —_— aſſertion dilauowed by them, and 
meritorious of a ſharp cenſure.$S, Auſtine neither in his 105. 
Epiſt.nor inhis 46,Epiſt,ad Valert doth in one word fignifie 
that Workes arc meritorious of Eternal life, Nay contrary, 
albeit he doth mention Merits : yet,he laith,en are juſtified 
by Grace Without merits , Which ouerthroweth the DoQrine 
of Mcrites de congruo, and the D*-crees of T rent concerning 
mens preparationsto lultice. fn Epst.46.4d Valert.he faith, 
Man us conert'd by mercy & grace, In (onc,2.n Pal, 36.he 
denieth our Workes to be meritorious of that we ſhall receiue, 
Andin [ſal.8 3,T hat whatſoexer he hath promiſed, he promiſed 
to ſuch as are unworthy. And Ser.1 6,de verb, Apoſt, He ts made 
our debtor, faith he, not receming anything from vs, but promi.. 
ſig what pleaſed him, 

Andcthus it appeareth,that S. Auftine is little propitious to 
Papilts euen in thoſe points, in which they thinke him tobe 
molt fauourable. But t!:cir maine grounds hee eyther knew 
not or contradidted the n,as hath been formerly demonſtra- 
ted Moſt idle therefore is his whole D:ſcourſc enſuing, 

Fuſt, b- wenareth, that any ſhould be [0 ſilly or impucdent as to 
aneuch S, Auſtine 4s 4 Patron of the Fauth Which wee profeſſe, 
whom he like a Calte of the Popes Bu!s calleth ( alw:mſts,Bur 
I hauc alledged againſt him ſo many particujars, that I hope 
he will ceaſe his wonderment. I haue alio dcriucd our. Faith 
from ({%r:ft & his Apoſtles, and not trom ( 24:2 or any late 
teacher, S. Auſtme argued againſt the Manic ies, ! hat held 


; Fatc,and the Pclagians,thar magmficd Free- will, and made an 


del! of it. But what dor!: that concerne vs, who deictt all the 
Herefies both ot the one and the other, It ra her toucherh 
the Apoſtate and his conforts, wio according to the Do- 
Arine of Thomas,1,P.q.116.

He addethythart $S,e A»ftime,belceutd the inuecation of Sawits 
ard Angels tobe a (atboliks Dott ine, and that kee, did not 
onely approue Prayers made to Sairts, but alſs recoumerh mas 
ny Miracles Wrought by them + Lyes idly repeated, and for- 
merly refurcd, See S. eAujtmes Corfeſe.l1b,19.c, 42, 0& 43.

they belecue, that Ionicaes ſoule was in Purgatorie ; but

Toward the end of his Preface, hauing almoſt tyred him.

Chkrifts kumanitie, to renounce his grace, ard to maintaine 
Pelagianiſme,as Papiſts doe, is muit grofik and notorious 
Herclie, 

We eſte:me S. Auſtine,and other Fathers,as much as they 
dehre to be eſteem:cd, and preferre them tarre betore the 
Pope ard his whole Conhittorie of Cardinals, But the Pa- 
piſts doe preterre euery blind and ignorant Popes Sentence 
before all the ancient Fathers : ot whom,alibeit they ſpeake 
gloriouſly in their Breuiarics and Miflals, yet they neyther 
regard them, nor the Apoſtles of our Sautour, if they ſpeake 
againſt their holy Father, and his profit, and Monkes flow 
bellyes. 

S. Auſtine beleened,repented,and lived a Foly life : but yer 
Le neyther whippcd himfelfe,nor 414 Penance,as Fryars do; 
neyther did ke make boalt of his eminence in all perfcition of 
life, which the Apoſtate attributeth vnto him. The Fable ot 
the writing ot the ſeven Perirentiall Pſaloes betore Sa Ate 
ffinr, as he lay ondying, is not probable ; the ſame being a 
practifc ot Fryars, and not mentioned by Fofſtaoms, 

We erdeuor by Faith and gocd Workes,and the teſtimo. 
nic of a good Conſcience, to make our cleCion lure to vs ; 
and ſo no dcubr,did S.eAuftme : but We perſwade no man to 
aſſure himſelſe of kts ſaluation, ks life being flagitions and ſen. 
ſuall, ard himjelfe being tgrorant and lmirg Without repentance, 
and hanmg Faith oncly,Withont good Workes as this lyingand 
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flagitious Apoſtate doth falſely charge vs ; that is rather the 
fagirious error of the Apoſtate and his Conſorts, who pro. 
mic ſaluation toall abſolued by Malle. Priefts,and dying in 
the Popes Faith: which was allo the Herefic of Exnomine, 

The example of $,« Auſtine,he ſayth, is profitable to all men, 
Whether they be in ſtate of purntie,or are fallen into ſenſualttie, 
banng darke and frozen ſoulet, As if $, Auftinewere a Ca- 
tharsit, or Puritan ; or ſenſuall Papiſts, whoſe hearts are 
darkened with ignorance,and frozen with coldneſſe of deuo- 
tion,could reape any profit by S. AuFines example, 

Onely he would hot have his Keader ſo to remember S, Au- 
ſtine,as to forget thetr denotion to hu e Mether Monica; Who, 
as he ſayth, had « manly ſoule, indued With maſſic and ſolide 
vertxes, A note of remembrance , full of ſtoliditic rather 
then ſoliditie: for denotion and religion, in the opinion of 
all ſclide Chriſtians, trycth vs to God , and not to men or 
women departed this life,and ynknowne to vs, Further, if 
her ſoule were manly, why may not the Apoſtate haue a fe- 
male ſoule,being fo much addiQted to the teminine gender ? 
If her yertues were mallie , why may not his vanities be 
fpongeous and light, like Tyfanie ? Laſtly, if $. Aw/tine and 
his Mother were Saints, being not canonized by the Pope ; 
then is the Popes power, lately viurped in canonizin 
Saints, nothing. And thus ancnd of the Apoſtates idle 
long Preface : proface to his indignitie, that hath thus vn- 
worthily diſgraced himſclte,ard his graceleiſe Cauſe,

his Preface,it followeth in order,that vpon his Ad- 

uertifefnent,we put our Animaductfions, p 
I An 
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And firſt, 1 could not ouerpaſſe his impudence and arro. 
gancey alveit noted before, in calling himſelfc-and his com. 
panions Catholikes, whoſe Faith is _ Catholike, nor 
Apoſtolike, nor Chriſtian, Let him, if he haue any ſhame, 
demonſtrate, that (krifts Body 15 made of Bread, nay, of 
Wine, and that it js contained ynderthe accidents of Bread 
and Wine, and was caten not onely by the Apoltles,bur alfo 
by (rift limſelfe, yea,by men and bealſts,cating the Sacra. 
ment; that the Pope is (#r:/ts Vicar,and hath two Swords, 
and power to depoſe and kill Kings;that Fryars and Monks 
were inſtituted by (brit and liue in perfett pwritze ; and all 
the new Creed of T rent.

He noteth alſo, that albese S, Auſtine Wrere the ſtorie of his 
youth,yet be Was no young man When he Wrote his Booke. A high 
point of the Tranſlators learning ; as if old men could not 


; write the (ltorie of their younger yceres: the Tranſlator him- 


ſelfe, it he pleaſe, may write what he did in the Brothels of 


 France,ltaly,and Spasne, when he was younger then now. 


Further he chargerh vs,as if we ſhoald ſay, chat S.Aultine 
Was but 4 young man When he Wrote his ( onfeſſions, and that 
afterward he grew Wiſer. As if any of vs did taxe S.e An. 
guſtine of indiſcretion, for writing this Booke : if he know 
any ſuch, why doth he-not name them ? it he name none, 
himſelte ſeemeth to be a falſe accuſer; who albeit growne 


| In yeeres, is neyther more honeſt, nor wiſe, then when he 


was young. 

He in hu Retrattations , fayth he , confeſſed his ſinmes and 
good deeds, An example which the Aduertifer meaneth not 
to follow: for his enormious ſinnes he will not contefſe,and 


| good deeds [ know none he hath to relate, 
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He addeth,that hi Confeſſions much pleaſed many of bu Bre. 
threa, Yer we heare of no Confeſlion, that this prodigall, 
and Popiſh Apoſtate hath made, nor doth he greatly careto 
pleaſe his Parents, Brethren and Friends ; neyther doth his 
Tranſlation pleaſe any man, buthimfelfe. 

S.eAnſtime in his fourth Booke of Confeſſions, ſaith, Hee 
made rather a light Declamation, then a ſerwou (onfeſſion,, 
Eutthe aduertifcr although hee make both idk Declamati. 
ons and friuolous and falſe Annotations, yetneyther in je(? 
nor carnelt doth hee confeſſe his faults, but rather proud- 
ly and vaine-gloriouſly boaſt of his doings. 

In the end the Aduertiſer beleccheth hs diſcreer Reader to 
admire the humility and exattxeſſe of the Saint, A requeſt that 
concerneth himſelte nothing, that is neither Saint,nor hum- 
ble, nor exaR, nor diſcreet ; nay, fooliſhly hee admireth 
himſclte and his doings, albeit,kis Prefaces, Notes and Ad- 


uertiſcments,containenothing but foolery,vanity and lyes. 


S.eAuſime, faith the Aduertiſer, beleexed what hee ranght. 
But neyther did hee teach any thing in fauour of his Popiſh 
Herelics,nor preiudiciall to the Faith of the Church of Eng- 
land, Vainely hee boaſteth that the moderne Faith of Kome 
is Catholthe ; But we haue conuincedit to be neither Catho. 
like, nor Apoſtolike,nor true, Let him anſwer to our argu- 
ments,and hee ſhall be forcedto confefle ſo much himſelte. 

This aduertiſement theretore, howſocuer it pleaſed the 
Tranſlator therein to mention S, Auſtines Retrattations, 
mak<cth nothing for his owne glory and commendation. He 
ſhould haue ſhewecd more wiſedome;, if hee had retracted 
both his Preface and Aduertifement, 

tter his Aduitiſement he confellcth, that his Copie Was ce. 
will written, and that many errours eſcaped in Printing, But 
this ſhould eaſily haue beene pardoned, it that his whole la- 


'bour had beene well pertormed, and grolle Errours had not 


been committed in his Preface, Annotations and Tranſlati- 
ons. Now then wee come to ſpeake of his Annotations and 
Tranſlations reſcued for the laſt Chapter, 
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CHa?. VII. | 
Of the falſe, Wicked, and abſurd «Annotations of the Apo.

Cap.2, Doth inuocate his Lord and God, Which made 

Heauen and Earth : and which notwithſtanding was

lowes doth inuocate and call upon Angels and Saints; yea, 
vpon their God of the Altar, that"neither made Heauen 
nor Earth, nor any thing clſe, but as themſclues ſay , was 
made by a Prieſt, and is contayned vnder the accidents of 
Bread and Wine, and ſhut vp in a Pixe,and hanged ouer the 
Altar, This the Apoſtate did well perceine, made not for 
his profit; and therefore hee was content to pafſſe by this 
Chapter in ſad filence. 

(ap. 4. S.eAngnſtine ſaith, Supererogatur tibs vti debeas, 
which the Apoſtate tranſlaterh"thus : By our Supereregation 
thou becommeſt our debtor ; and noteth, that God makerh vs 
able to doe Workes of Supererogation, But neyther doth that 
holy Father ſay, orthinke, that God was made our debtor 
for our Workes, but onely for his Promiſe, nor account 
Monkiſh vowes to be workes of Supercrogation,nor teach, 
that man was able to performe the whole Law and more. 

Chap. 5.4b.1.the Tranſlator noteth, That S, Auſtine did 
oblige God tobee good wnto him, Apatch ſtirched tothe Text

S.eAuſtime, Lib,3, c.3, ſpeaketh of certaine Companions

Deceiners; which he lamenterh, Lib.z, cap.7. Yet this Apo. 
{tate ſorroweth nat,that he hath abandoned the Apoſtolike 
Faith;and yeelded to ſeducing Malle. Prieſts and -lefuwides, 
tcaching the Herelies aboue mentioned, and diucrs others : 
onely he noteth them to be Atheiſts, which (as it ſeemeth) 
diſlike, that the Pope ſhould allow that in one Age, which is 
vnlawtull in another. 

Flagutous ſinnes {gait nature, $,y Auguſtine, Lib.z Conf, 
c.8, deteſteth, He ſayth allo, i 4 cenerall agreement of bu. 
mae ſocieties to obey Kings, Yet Popes diſturbe this generall 
agrecment, forbidding men to obey Kings excommunicate, 
aad his marked flaues clayme exemption trom this obedi- 
ence: And many forſwearing Marriage, fallinto theſe enor- 
miaus and flagitious ſinnes.

Why 
then did not this Tranſlator ſhut his cyes in /r«/yand Sparne, 
where are ſo many baits for finne?Did he drop intothe Bro- 
thel blind-fold ? | 

In the Margent, £16.6. c.1 2+ he telleth vs, that rhe Due 
is ener putting T ricks vpon him, Ard doe we maruell,that he 
and his fellowes are fo lewd and vainc-glorious, ſeeing the 
Diuell doth put ſo many Tricks vponthem,and hathentan- 
gled their feet with his inares ? 

Lib,6.c.1 53, he ſcemeth to inſiſt much vpon Yiſrons and 
Renelatious, But S, Auſtine ſayth,e Honicaes Vilions were 
vaine and fantaſticall,and that there was great difference be. 
twecne God reuealing, and the foule dreaming : And fuch 
Dreames, commonly, arc the Viſions and Reuelations of 
Monkes and Fryars. God therefore direCteth vs,//ay 8. to 
the Law and Tellimonic,and nor to Viſions nor the Reuc- 
lations of Spirits. 

S.eAuſimes Concubine, as is related Lrb.6, Conf, c.11, 
vowed to God, ſhe Would no more know man : 10 it may be,ma- 
ny bcaſtly women vow , they will forſake their lewd life, 
But this 1s but a Gmple argument to proue Yowes of Chaſts.. 
rie,albcit the beſt the idle Tranſlator could draw out of Saint 
Auſtine;who yet hath nothing to ſay of Nuns,or their Rules. 

L:6.6.c,16,the Tranſlator noteth Merits in the Margent. 
Bur he is a poore diſputer, that out of ſuch Merits as Epics. 
74 had, thinketh to prooue, that mens Workes doe merit 
eternall life. A fit man rather to follow Epicuces, then to 
tranſlate good Bookes, 

L1b.,7.c.1- he placeth this profound Note in the margent, 
That the (atholike Church s our Mother. A point whichno 
mandoubteth. Bur if hee belecue, that the and mo- 
derne Church of Rome, is the true Catholike Church or the 
Mother of taichfull Chriſtians, hee is foully miſtaken, not 
diſcerning the challc Spouſe of (rift. from the abominable 
Whore of Babilen... Further, when Rome was the Church, 
yet was ſhee but a particular Church. - : 

The caulc of linne, is our owne willas S.Auftine reacheth 
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vs,L1b.7. Conf,c.z, And this that worthy man, M. Calxin, 
knew very well, who neuer ſaid nor thought as the damned 
Apoſtate _ him, that God maketh men to ſinne,that he 
way «fterward damne them : neyther doth he fay, that any 
doe finne by neceflaric conſtraint, Theſe are the rayling 
Rinegates vaine and blaſphemous Conceits, and no Do- 
Arines of M, Calum ; as by the Texts by him falſely cited, 
may appeare. 

The Authoritie of the Church commendeth ry 4 Scrip- 
tures to particular perſons, as S.eAuftine ſayth, Lub.7, c.7, 
Burt he Eyth not, that holy Scriptures receiue their Autho. 
ritie from the Catholike Church, as the Aduerſaries of the 
Church and Scriptures conceiuez and much leffe, from the 
Pope,and Church of Rowe : For if that were ſo,how could 
the Church beleeve Scriptures ? May the Church authoriſe 
anddcliuer Scriptures to it ſelfe ? 

Lib.7,c.18, $, Auftine maketh (rift his only Mediator, 
ſhewing that hee was God and man, How can the 
Schoole-men and their followers accord with him, making 
the Virgin. Hary, together with Saints and Angels, to be 
Mcdiators,and holding that (riff is our Mediator according 
to bu Humanitie only? That the Virgin Mary bcinga Virgin 
ſtill, did conceiue and beare (\rift 7eſ,is not doubted by a- 
ny Chriftian : it is alſo confeſſed, that (brit was knowne to 
betrue man by Tradition,as S. Aufine teacherh, L16.7.c.19, 
But that this was knowne by Tradition vnwritten,& onely, 
or that holy Scripture is knowne by Tradition,as the Tran- 
ſlator noteth, $, Auſtine ſayth not,neyther is it true : forthe 
natures of (rift are knowne by Scripture, & one Booke of 
Scripture teftifeth of another. Neyther doth he fay,that the 
holy Virgin was conceiued & liued without ſin:theſe be only 
Friars fancies & dreames,and not this holy Fathers doctrine. 

We are to finde the toyes of Heanen not Without Penance in 
thu life, ayth the Tranſlator, worthie to be tranſlated, and 
made the Popes Penitentiarie, to impoſe Penance, and to 
giue pardon to all that are troubled with the Collick intheir 


Braines, And this he noteth in £46.8,Confeſſ, c.3, Yet _

Booke of Corfefſ. c.6. the Tranſlator noteth, 
that Arthonie the eAgyprian Was x HHonke , and that be 
wrenche eMnracles, and that there Were many CM onaiteries 
before S. Auſtines t1me,and one neere Atilan, Bu: out of all 
theſe Monaſteries he cannot find one that held the Moderne 
Romiſh Religion, or that liued in obedience to the Biſhops 
of Reme, or recejued their Rules trom them, Further, thiey 
now worke no Miracles,nor are like to them cyther in their 
lines or ſtudics : naygit appeareth they rather dwelt in Cells 
and poore Cottages,then in any ſumptuous Buildings, 

S.Anthonic and 8, Auſtine Were conuerted by readrmg holy 
Scriptures,as isteſtihed L:b.8,Confeſſ. c.12, Why then are 
Chriſtians denyed libertie to reade holy Scriptures, in 
Tongues ynderſtood by them ? Why are Scriptures repu- 
tcd to be dumbe Teachers ? Finally,why are Scriptures de- 
nyed to have power to worke Faith,vnlefſe the Church pro 
poſ: them ? Out of Scriptures certes, Monkiſh Vowes and 
their pretended Euangelicall perte&tion will neuer be pro- 
ued, albeit the Poſtiller ſhould refolue himfelfe into ſweat, 
endcuoring to doe it. Theſe words, Goe and ſell all thou haſt, 
Matth. 1 9, 4#d j#t on the Lord feſws, belong not to Monkes

T hat wenWent bare. foot in Denotion, $,« Au#tine doth not 
afhrme, albeit this thred. bare Tranſlator doth hold that to 
be a cuftome vſcd, (onfeff,, Lib. g, c.6, Nayhe doth accounts 
ſuch bare-footed Walkers to be rather Heretikes, then de- 
uout Chriſtians, Lib, de Haref, c.68.

Lib.g.c.12, But nota Fiyar, or Nunne, as this hungric 
Hinde imagineth, gaping for ſome Reliques of Poperie, 
which he cannot draw out of $.e A+ ftimes words : for that 
Vermine came not into the World, vatill the time of Pope 
Innocent the third; and theſe,that came together, were Chri. 


| lian menand women,that were to condut and prepare the 


Corps to the Funerall. 

The Tranſlator ſayth,T be Sacrifice of the Maſſe Ws offe. 
red for S. Monica beg dead, But S. Auſtine mentioneth no 
Maſſ:; nor by the Sacrifice of our Seruice offered for her,vn- 
derſtandeth any thing bue the commemorationof her name, 
made in the holy Myſteries,called a Sacrihce,bccauſc it was 
a memoriall of Chriſts Sacrifice. 

S. Auſtme prayed forhis Motherout of his affcQion, and 
in regard of her more ſpeedie reſurrection and gloritication, 
bur not rodraw her ſoule our of Purgatorie,as Papilts doe: 
for hc doubted not,but God had pertormed what hedeſired 
beforegas he ſayth, L#b,g.c,1;z, Credo tam ſeterts quod te rego, 
fayth he, ſed velumtaria oris mes approba Dome, He doth alſo 
deſire others to remember his Father and Mother at the 
Lords Altar, but not to pray for their ſoulcs in Purgatorie, 
as this Prodigall, that is not well purged nor perfumed for 
his ſcabs,and other ynclcaneneſſe, would haue it, x

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Lib,1 0. Confeſſ. c.3. he condemneth Auricular confeſſhon 
made to Prizlts in the Koman Synagogue; What hae 1 to doe 
With men, fayth he, that they ſhould htare my Confeſſions ,as if 
they conld cure my Lang«ors: maniteltly he denyeth both the 
necellitixof Confeſlion,and the power of Maſe. Prielts Ab- 
ſolation. But this is palled by in ſilence, without any note 
orobſcruation, 

Li.10. c,4. the Poſtiller denyethnot,that S. Auſftine was 
_ certaine of his ſaluarion : Why ought hot then others allo to 
endeuor to make their ekeRion ſure? He fayth, he Wrought 18 
1m feare and trembling: as it men could not teare Gods iudge» 
ments, and yet aſſure themſclues of his gracious promiſes. 

Thou haſt ſtracken my heart With thy Word,and [ kane loned 
. thee, fayth S.«Auſtine, Lib.1 0, Corfeſſ. c,6, But this Tran- 
flator regardeth not Gods Word, neyther is fo in loue with 
God; but hee loueth the Whore of Bab)/er,and the Curti- 
zans of /raly and Spaine much more. :

He ſaythonly, Nemo ſecarms eſſe debee, that is,N(ore 
onght 19 be careleſſe: ſodo we allo beleeue, & teach, But Gods 
promile,he ſayth, « firme and farthfull; and acknowledgeth, 
that hu only hope & cofider.ce is in Gods faithful promiſe & mer- 
Cie: Vina ſpes ona fiducia,ur # firma promiſſio miſtricordia tua. 

Cap.34. (b.10, he ſayth Efas bleſſid his ſomes, miſtaking 
E/au tor Iſaac,as it is both in Geneſes,and S,eArſtine : ney- 
ther had'he ſo much g-ace 25 ro correRthis foule faulr,albeit 
he amended many 11. 1ght etcapes. 
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Cap. 5. hee giueth-the title of Spiritnall perſons to Maſſe. 
Prieſts, Morikes,and Fryars,moſt abſurdly ; for they are of- 
ren more carnall then ſpirituall,and Lay-men are led by the 
ſpirit more then they. lac 

Cap.39. ina certaine Marginal! Notehe ſayth, (rift dird 
for «ll, albeit $.eAnftine ſay no ſuch thing : nay contrarie, 
holy Scriptures teach vs, that few are choten; and that he is 
the Sauior of his Body, and came nor to faue the reprobate, 
but his owne people, for whom alſo he praycd. 

T antum conſuetudinss ſarcing degranat,fayth $, Auguftire, 
Lib,Confeſſ. 10, c,40. This burthen of euill Cuſtome, the 
Trarflator ſuppoſeth to be ex: Heb/t5: which is farre wide 
from S. Anufines meaning, and fromthe fignification of the 
word; Habits being qualities inherent, and Caflome a praftiſe 
incident.

42.vonld re 
concile vs ro God, To falue this fore,the Tranſlator in the 
Margent torgeth this cuaſion, that he fpeater h not of incerceſ- 
ſeen, but of redemption, But S. eAnſfime in plaine words 1e- 
ieterh interceſſion of Angels, as well as Redemption, Was 
I, fayth he, ro reſort to Angels ?

£16.11, Confefſ, c.2. the holy Door ſheweth how he was 
drawne by Gods exhertations, terrors, conſolations, and gui- 
dance, to preach his Word, and diſpenſe his Sacraments to the 
people. And are they then lawfully called, that being ordai- 
ned qr by Antichriſt, preach not? And being made 
Prieſts, ofter for quicke and dead, and preach Fables in ſtead 
of Gods Word ? That diſpence not the Sacraments to the 
pcople, but cate and drinke all alone ? 

There alſo he deſireth, that 1he holy Scriptures maybe made 
his cha#t delight, But the Tranſlator and his Teachers care 
little for Chaſtitie,and lelle for holy Scriptures; being more 
occupyed about vnwritten Traditions, Schoole ſubtleties, 
and the Popes Decretals, | 

The Words of Scriptures .layth S, Auſtine, bane deere retyring 
mio them,Walking feeding and lying :n them: by deere, vnder-

FaQors doe. In the end teaching, that Chrift intercedes for 
vs, he quetthroweth the Popiſh interceflion of Saints.

2 c,1.Theholy Father doth not ſpeake one word of 
the diſſiculry of baty Scripture, Seethen the audacious bold-
